that the membership of the Order, on 
the 19th day of February, 1864, con 
aisted of the founder, Bro, Justus H. 
Rathbone, and a very few of his |>cr- 
ional friends, assembled in a single 
room; while in February, 1885, only 
twenty-one years thereafter, it consisted 
of a Supreme Lodge, having supervision 
over nearly 50 Grand Jurisdictions, 
with over 2,000 Subordinate l<odgcs, 
and a membership in good standing of 
about 160,000. Its financial growth 
has been equally wonderful, for at the 
latter date there was about $2,000,000 
as a balance in the treasuries of the 
various Grand Jurisdictions ; while the 
enormous sum of $4,500,000 has been 
paid out by Subordinate Lodges as 
benefits to members and their families, 
irrespective of the sum of $2,500,000 
paid as endowments on accDunt of 
the death of members in the Endow- 
ment Section of the Order, making a 
total, in round numbers, of $7,000,000. 

Following is the official declaration 
of principles, adopted by the Supreme 
Lodge of the Order, viz. : — 

M Recognizing ihe universality aC human 
hr therhood, Its organization Is designed to 
embrace the world within its jurisdiction j 
intended solely and only to disseminate the 
great principle# of Friendship, Charity and 
Benevolence. Nothing of a sectarian or poli- 
ticat character is permitted within its portals. 
Toleration in religion, oliediencc to law, and 
loyalty to government, arc its cardinal princi- 
ples, Misfortune, misery and death l>eing 
written in Cenrful characters on the broad faco 
of creation, our noble Order was instituted to 
uplift the fallen, to champion humanity, to be 


his guide and hope, hit shelter and defence, to 
soften down tha ai|»erllies of life, to subdue 
party spirit, and, by the sweet and powerful 
attraction* of the glorious trinity of Friend ship, 
Charily and Benevolence, to hind in one hac 
nionlou* brotherhood men of all classes and of 
all opinions. The brightest jewel* which it 
possesses are the leers of widows and orphans, 
and its Imperative commands are to visit the 
home* where lacerated hearts are bleeding 1 to 
assuage the suffering# of a brother 1 Imry Ihe 
* dead { care far the widow and educate the 
orphan 1 to eiercise charily toward* of- 
fender* j to construe words and deed* in their 
least unfavorable light— granting honesty ol 
put pose and good intentions to other* 1 and 
protect the principle* of Knighthood unlodeath. 
Its taws are reason and equity 1 its cardinal 
doctrines Inspire purity of thought and life, and 
love of truth, and loyalty to the government 
under which we live 1 its intention is peace on 
earth and good-will toward* man." 

A, at present ronsitufed, there is one 
Supreme Lodge for the World, Ihe 
recognized fountain nf authority in the 
Order, and the legislative hotly. It is 
composed of the Founder, lira Justus 
H. Kuthhxnc; the following Officers, 
viz. : Fast Supicme Chancellor, Supreme 
Chancellor, Supreme Vice Chancellor, 
Supreme Prelate, Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seal, Supreme Master of 
Exchequer, Supreme Secretary of En- 
dowment, Supreme Master-al-Arma, Su- 
preme Inner Guard and Supreme Outer 
Guard; together w'th two Representa- 
tives from earl.

PYTHIAS. 

The Knights of Pythias Society 
ssesses just claims to be ranked aa 
e of the foremost of the several be- 
volent institutions whose common 
ject is the elevation and advance- 
:nt of the interests of brotherhood, 
d benefit to a common humanity, 
through unity of effort well directed. 
The Society first took shape on the 
Evening of February 19th, 1864, when 
Is founder, Justus H. Rathbone (who 

■ still living) gathered about him, in 
Hie city of YVashington, D.C.. a num- 
ber of gentlemen and explained to th-m 
the foundation principles of the pro- 

■ Order of Knights of Pythias — 
me objecta of which were stated to be 
friendship. Benevolence and Charity. A 
kr trait of the Founder and the four 
original members is given on page 16. 
he proposal meeting with the unani- 
mous approval of those present, they 
lubscribed to an obligation of secrecy. 

•ft proceeded lo name the Society, elect 
Officers, and adopt a ritual. The loci- 
jty, thus organized, took as its antitype 
If friendship an d mutual confidence ihe 
Bslorical incident of the unexcelled 
fed al lost unequalled friendship ex- 
iting between .Damon and Pythias, 
|ho lived in the reign of King Dyone 
lus, nearly 400 years before the birth 

■ Christ, wherein Pythias pledged his 


life that Damon would not forfeit his 
tonor, and gave himself as a pledge 
that Damon would return for execution 
. t the time appointed by the king. 

As the youth of to-day starts upon 
his search for knowledge, wealth or in- 
fluence, with ail the advantages deriv- 
able from a rich store of information — 
the combined result of ages of exper- 
ience, gained by the master minds 
’hich have been devoted to ita acquire- 
ment— already at hand, so this Order 
of recent birth is enabled to profit by 
the experience obtained and the good 
developed by societies that have had 
mg existence, and at the same time is 
enabled to eschew any objectionable 
features, nr that which is not in keep- 
ing with the requirements of the present 
day and generation. The Order claims 
, no monopoly of the righteous princi- 
ples it represents ; entertains no jeal 
ousy of other kindred orders ; and 
endeavors to rival them only in good 
works. Within its membership are 
j numbered the good and true of all, or 
nearly all, other benevolent societies. 

1 In view of these facts it is not to he 
wondered that the Older has made un- 
paralleled progress. Though now only 
bout twenty-one years in existence, it 
has attained high rank in numbers and 
influence among the benevolent orders 
now in existence. As an evidence of 
the surprising growth of the Societyjit 
is only necc^ary to point to the fact

his long and meritorious service in the 
National Guards, to which he had be- 
longed from 1841. He was severely 
wounded at the second battle of Bull 
Run, in August^ i86j, and as a con- 
sequence lost his left arm. In 1867 
he wu elected chief clerk of Newark, 
and at the close of his term was ap- 
pointed post muter for that city by 
President Grant, which office he still 
retains. General Ward is an eniment 
member of the I.O.O.F., u well as a 
recognized leader of the Pythian Order 
in his State. He wu grand Chancellor 
of his jurisdiction during the Centennial 
and hu been a represen. ,ive to the 
Supreme Lodge since 1878. 

JUDO« G. W. LINDSAY, 

Judge Lindsay wu born in Baltimore, 
Md., on May 10th, i8a6. He served 
an apprenticeship at printing in his 
youth, and continued in the miriness 
until about the month of November 
1857 when he wu compelled by ill- 
health to engage in a more active field 
of labor.

l)r, John Sumter King, who is the 
highest Canadian Officer in the Sup- 
reme body, was born at Georgetown, 
tint., April >6th, 1843, and is the son 
of the Rev. John King a highly es- 
teemed Christian gentlemen now re- 
sident in Toronto. Dr. King began 
life as a school teacher, having prepared 
himself for that honorable calling by 
hard study during the winter nights 
while engaged in the laborious life of 
pioneer farming. In his adopted call- 
ing he soon won distinction, and in a 
short time became principal of the 
Waterloo Central School, which had a 
staff of five teachers. Meantime ht 
had begun contributing to various 
newspapers and periodicals, and soon 
became known to the journalists of the 
Province. In due course he left the 
teaching profession and accepted a 
position on the staff of the Toronto 
Gieit, in which he remained for three 
years. Meantime he prosecuted his med- 
ical studies, and at the end of the term 
mentioned obtained his M.D. degree 
from the University of Victoria College 
and became a member of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 
He now enjoys a large practice in the 
City of Toronto, and for several years 
hu been the Medical Officer of the On- 
tario Reformatory for Females and the 
Industrial Refuge for Girls. 

Dr. King joined the Order of K. of 
P. early in 1874, and his progress from 
one point of honor to another must 
be marvellous to those who do not 
know the metal he is made of ; suffice 
it to say that when we find him two 
years after his initiation occupying the 
position of Grand Chancellor of the 
Ontario Grand Lodge by the unanim- 
ous vote of the delegates, wc see the 
result of a single hearted devotion and 
able services to the Order duly appre- 
ciated.

At the Grand Opera House this 
. eek, the eminent comedian Frederick 
Warde and a selected company of 
artists are giving the great tragedy of 
“Damon and Pythias" in splendid 
style.

I did not at the time delve 
into the recesses of Grecian history to 
ascertain the precise and exact facta, 
being well satisfied then, and now, that 
the gentleman who gave the ly"« world 
such a play had thoroughly exhausted, 
by careful researches, all the pages of 
ancient chronicles attainable before 
commencing his work. It would seem 
to me that the purposes of our Order 
could be better subserved if public 
opponents would dwell more particu- 
lariy upon the subject of our principles 
and tenets, and not endeavor to create 
divisions of opinion on matters of as 
little importance in reality as they are 
of doubt, in thf- minds of many who 
have made ancient history a life-long 
study.”.

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THE CITY OF TORONTO. 

Fkom “muddy little York" of the 
beginning of thepresent century to the 
dutiful City of Toronto* with it* popu 
Ballon of 1 1 5,000, ii a turpriilng leap 
Who that in 1794 «w the commehce 
ment of the building of the " Town of 
York " would have ventured to prophecy 
that it would, in the course of a gener- 
ation or two, become a magnificent ind 
much admired city? The condition! 
under wh.eh the tint beginning* of the 
present Toronto were made have beer 
described by » competent observer of 
the time as “ better fitted for a fray 
pond or a beaver meadow than for the 
oidence of human beings." 

Toronto ha* become the wealthiest 
and largest city in Ontario, and bidf 
fair to take the lead as a commercial 
centre in the Dominion. Its present 
population, including suburbs- -which 
have been recently annexed to the city 
— is, a* just stated, about 1 15,000, and 
its architectural features indicate re- 
markable and rapid progress. There 
arc few cities can bout of finer streets. 
The busiest thoroughfares, such as 
Front, Xing, Yonge and Queen Street-! 
are ail wide and straight as a gun 
barrel, affording ample scope for the 
merchants, whose enterprise is marked 
by the long lines of splendid shops and 
warehouses already built, and which are 
wsry year being enlarged and improved. 
The wholesale warehouses, on Front, 
Colbome and Scott Streets end the fine 
line of buildings on each side of Front 
Street West, including the great printing 
establishment of J*.' es Murray & Co., 
and the Grip Printing and Publishing 
Co., the splendid nutter of offices on 
Toronto Street, and the large and 
handsome structures devoted to bank- 
ing and insurance business, the Yonge 
Street Arcade, Manning Arcade, on 
King Street West, and other fine edifices 
mark the city as one of the roost Solidly 
progressive in North America. Toronto 
it may be safely said, is a revelation to 
thousands of the intelligent and well 
informed American visitors at present 
enjoying our hospitality, for the nis- 
conceptions of Canada and her cities 
which prevail all over the United States 
have become proverbial. 


Is the Broadway of Toronto. Still fur- 
ther north and paralles with King is 
Queen Street, which has attained a 
ommer.nl importin'.: only ccond to 
Yonge. Queen and King Streets pas» 
leaf through the city from east to west, 
the leading resident** streets are Jtnii, 
Sherboume Parliament, Berkeley, Bev- 
erley, Spadina, etc , running north and 
south, and Bloor, Wellesley, Isabella, 
C arlton, etc., running east and west. 
The city as a whole is laid out in 
perfect squares, so that stranger* 
find littie difficulty in making their way 
ibout. 

Among the principal public build- 
ings in the city may be mentioned some 
of th? very handsome and commodious 
churches Indeed, Toronto is fre- 
quently referred to as “a city of 
churches.” St. James' Cathedral the 
moat commanding building in the city 
in point of central p lion and attract- 
iveness. Its large illuminated clock, 
which took first price at the Vienna 
eshibition in 187$, and was purchased 
from Benson’s of world-wide ime, in 
i ondon, England, hy the citizens ot 
Toronto, is of great public value, and 
the fine peal of bells are a great acqui- 
sition to the city. The building of the 
Cathedral was commenced in 1B50. 
The height of the spire is 189 fee 9 
inches, said to be the highest on the 
Continent of America. The total cost 
of the building and the peal of bells 
was about $166,000. 

The Metropolitan Church (Method 
ist) is a monument to Methodist zeal 
and public spirit, and especially to the 
devotion, - terprise, and genius of the 
talented pulpit orator, W. Morley 
Punsbon, D.D. Its situation ia even 
more central (though not on auch a 
public thoroughfare) than the Cathe- 
dral. It stands in the centre of a 
beautiful enclosed squire between Bond 
and Church Streets, facing Queen 
Street, and is a magnificent and hand- 
some structure. Its principal spire is 
180 feet in height. It has a splendid 
orchestra and organ, and cost $100,- 
100. The seating accommodation is 
1,800, but the church will hold 3,500 
persons. Knox Church is a very 
fine solid building, on Queen Street

The 'rystfiS Pilar , 'd Grounds, 
where th« great K. P. drill competition 
takes place this week, are situate on the 
Garrison Reserve, at the extreme wc at 
end of the city, commanding a magnifi- 
cent ew of I ,ake Ontario. The Palace 
is built on t-Jid foundations o! brick, 
and is or» of the finest glacial buildings 
on the Continent of America. The 
main hall is ver spacious, and the 
entire building, with its fine galleries, 
are admirably adapted for the exhibi- 
tion of works of industry and art. 
Provision is made for every kind of 
exhibit in the numerous outbuildings 
on the grounds, including Machine / 
Hall, and halls for agric tural imple- 
ments, stoves, dairy produce, horticul- 
tural produce, poultry, and live tock. 

The Island deserves a word in enn- 
elusion, as it is the popular summer 
Ksort of all classes of our people. Near 
the eastern extremity are situated the 
Wiman baths, so named in honr of 
their generous donor, Mr. Eraitus V'i- 
man, of New York (an old Toronto 
boy). The Intermediate space is free 
strolling ground, the beach command- 
ing a wide and refreshing view of the 
lake. The west end of the Island is 
known as Hanlan’s Point, where the 
Hotel Hanlan, represented in the ac- 
companying engraving, is situated. 

Hanlan’a Point, which by the way ia 
named after Edward Hanlan the famoua 
oarsman, haa become of late years a 
noted pleasure resort, and possesses 
many points of interest to visitors. 

The large building shewn is Hotel 
Hanlen, of which Geo. S. MeConkey fit 
Co. are the proprietor . The hotel is 
elegantly fitted up with ice cream and 
refreshment parlors, and possesses large 
accommodation for guests. Adjacent to 
thehotelarethe Coney Island Caroueal or 
SteamMerry-go-RouneMheAeria! Swings 
‘he Hippodrome, the Summer Pavilion 
Theatre, the Electric Light and Pump- 
ing Station, the Mammoth Rteam Or- 
chestrion, the Switchback Railway, and
